Applicant's arguments see page 9, lines 4- 9, of the remarks filed on 5/24/07. 
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The prior art of record Morimoto et al., (US. 6,418,235 B1) discloses organism 
collating method and apparatus, which relates face data, which corresponds to the 
biometric information. Morimoto fails to teach "an indexer configured to provide an index 
that relates the registered biometric information and the registered ID codes to each 
other using indexes that store respective ones of the ID codes and respective ones of 
the biometric information register locations whereat ones of the registered biometric 
information data are stored that are of a same person, as the respective ID codes are 
assigned ", as commonly included in the independent claim 2, the prior art of record fails 
to teach either singularly or in combination, fails to anticipate or render the above 
limitations obvious.
